The strip reaches from Shell Beach 
almost to Duck Cove and includes Shallow 
Beach, YYaterfall Beach, Pebble Beach, 
Indian Beach and Heart's Desire, Shell 
Beach, owned by liarin County, will be 
accepted by the commission under match- 
ing provisions of the State Park law. 

Acquisition of the rest of the property 
will begin at once, 

Proposals that the commission acquire 
“the peak of Mt, Tamalpais were deferred 
for further study. A large portion of 
the right of way to the peak is under 
easement to the Federal Government.

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AMMUNITION FOR CONSERVATIONISTS 


The talk by Lowell Sumner on "Use and 
Abuse of the Mountains", given at Whittier 
School on April 30 was a careful and most 
interesting analysis of the upsets in the. 
balance of nature consequent on invasion 
of the wilderness by man with his desire 
for profits, comfort, and speed, 

In Kings Canyon Park the abuse of 
grazing rights brings cattle into the 
high meadows before the grass has a chance 
to establish spring growth, and sand 
flats now mark the graves of good meadows. 
In Sequoia and Grant National Parks the 
roads have forced away the wild life 
which the tourist loves, but wants to 
see from the comfort of his automobile. 
In Yosemite the watertable has fallen 
after the blasting out of an obstruction 
in the river and a mosquito control pro- 
gram which drained the swamps. The 
meadows are now dried to a point where 
flowers disappear and tree growth comes 
in, spoiling the fine views. In Olympic 
National Park the thin fringe of forest 
around the central range is threatened 
by lumber interests. Mr. Sumner pointed 
out that unless an area fine enough to be 
a National Park is protected by a rim of 
untouched country it will soon lose its 
National Park standard, 

' Everywhere the deer increase as the 
predators are exterminated by man, until 
the plant coverings of the watersheds are 
threatened and the mountain lion, wolf, 
and the deer hunter are seen as true 
friends of the forest, 

We need more of this type of informa- 
tion to use when we meet people who love 
the mountains "not wisely but too well", 
We hope to hear more from Mr. Sumner in 
the future, ~-CMC

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HOW THEY HIKE IN HAWAII 


At long last we accompanied the Hawaiian 
Trail and Mountain Club on a Sunday hike, 
The gang met at 8:00 A.If, and transporta- 
tion was arranged for everyone. The hike, 
a short one of 7 miles, was scheduled for 
Kahana Saddle, on the windward side, about 
20 miles from Honolulu. Eleven of us were 
assigned to a 3/k-ton Army truck, and were 
soon descending the Nuuanu Pali, a bit of 
real mountain road. At the old poi fac- 
tory the caravan turned abruptly left, 
traversing for 3 or miles a piece of 
rugged, rutted, steeply ascending country 
road. The cabin at the end of the road, 
where the hike began, was surrounded by a 
garden of some of the most beautiful flow- 
ers and shrubbery we have seen in Hawaii, 
Orchids, lilies, and various kinds of 
ferns grew in profusion on the side of 

the hill--cultivated, not wild, Against 

a background of banana fronds and calla 
lilies, the picture was breathtaking, 

The trail led upward through intermit- 
tent sparse groves of wild banana trees, 
Staghorn ferns, and lantana. After about 
a Mile it followed a ridge (we understand 
all trails follow ridges), leading to the 
top of the range forming the eastern back~ 
bone of Oahu, All trails were sadly neg~ 
lected during the war, and at times it 
was necessary for the leader to hack away 
with a machete at vines and ferns, Sev- 
eral ‘times we noted large man-made holes 
along the trail while skirting cliffs, 
and were informed that early in the war 
the military planted dynamite in order to 
impede the enemy's. progress in case of a 
landing on the eastern side of the island, 
This Sunday the war seémed as of another 
age, but in two other places the remains 
of barbed wire blockades were still in 
evidence, 
berries, enough for everybody, 

Although it was warm at the beginning 
of the hike, at lunchtime--3% miles by 
trail, but 1800 feet up--it was quite cool 
and threatening rain, After lunch sever- 
al of us hiked the last 200 feet to the 
top in order to see "the other side of 
the island." Below us lay Honolulu and 
Pearl Harbors; on the other=-well, San 
Francisco. I% was impressive, 

As always, the downgrade was the tougher 
pact of the hile, particularly to our un~ 
accustomed muscles, but we did have time 
to observe many wild orchids, tulip trees, 
and giant spiders with huge webs spun 
high above to trap unwary insects,
